With reference to Mr. Gladstone's speech at 
the dinner of the Eighty Club last night, Mr. 
Chamberlain says that Mr. Gladstone has been 
inaccurately informed. He says he was unable 
to obtain from Mr. Gladstone a promise that he 
would make any important modification in his 
Trish bill, but he never advocated that 
as the reason of the failure of the 
Round Table conference. He is not 
aware that any attempt was made by Mr. Glad- 
stone to secure the co-operation of the Liberal 
Unionists on any Liberal question outside of 
the Irish problem. He saysitis absurd to sup- 

ose that, while Mr. Gladstone refrains from in- 

icating what mnodifications heis willing to make 
in his bills, the Liberal Unionists will assist in 
restoring him to power. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, in a speech at 
East London to-night, indorsed Earl Spencer’s 
recent assertion that there was no evidence 
which showed that the Parnellites had ever as- 
sociated with criminals. He further said 
that, in view of Mr. Parnell’s denial of 
the accusations made against him, it 
remained for his accusers to substantiate 
their charges. ‘The charges against the Parnell- 
ites, said Sir William, were brought to divert 
attention from the real question. Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s statement that Mr. Gladstone refused to 
modify his bill was unfounded. The failure of 
the Round Table conference was the personal 
doing of Mr. Chamberlain and nobody else. 

Several Gladstone Liberals desire that Parlia- 
ment issue a summons to the editwrof the Ties, 
calling him before the bar of the House of Com- 
mons to answer for breach of privilege, in ac- 
cusing Mr. Parnell and other members of com- 
plicity in crime, or that Mr. Gladstone propose 
the appointment of a committee to examine into 
the 7imes’s charges. The Parnellites have been 
consulted, and their leaders oppose both propo- 
sitions. If neither the Parnellites nor the Glad- 
stonians take the initiative in moving for an in- 
vestigation, itis probable thatan independent 
motion will be made which both the Government 
and Liberal Union members will support. 

The managers of the Press Assoviation assert 
that they have seen signatures written by Mr. 
Parnell in 1873 and others in 1883, showing 
some of the characteristics noticeable in the 
sicnature in the Jimes, but all differing from one 
another somewhat, so that a definite opinion 
cannot be formed from a comparison of them. 

The Parnellites are indignant at Lord Salis- 
bury’s speech at Albert Palace, and there is some 
talk of bringing his remarks under the notice of 
the House of Commons. 

The London Globe of this evening says that 
Mr. Biggar will sue the Times for libel and make 
that paper’s articles on ‘“ Paruellism and 
Crime,” of the series of which the Parnell letter 
was the culminating part, the basis of the 
action. 

An Irish non-commissioned officer of artillery, 
who had for some time been employed in a con- 
fidential capacity in the Ordnance Office at the 
Woolwich Arsenal, has been degraded in rank 
and dismissed from his place without trial on a 
charge of having sold secrets of the office. A 
ctvilian accomplice has also been dismissed. 

LONDON, April 21.—The Daily News says:

CROWN JEWELS FOR AMERICANS. 

Paris, April 20.—The exhibition of the 
French crown jewels was opened to-day in the 
Louvre. The palace was thronged with visit- 


ors, mainly ladies. No one was allowed to stop 
and admire the jewels, but persons who were re- 
garded as possible purchasers could obtain 
orders for a private view. The rooms in which 
the jewels are displayed are beautifully draped. 
Orders from America, especially from the wives 
of United States Senators, indicate the probable 
destination of the greater part of the jewels. 


THE SPECULATORS BEATEN 


THE BROADWAY ELEVATED 
RAILROAD STEAL KILLED. 
SENATOR NELSON THINKS HE WAS 

BADLY TREATED, BUT THE SENATE 
ACCEPTED, THE ADVERSE REPORT. 
ALBANY, April 20.—The Senate made 
short work with the Broadway Elevated Road 
bill this morning, and that “ nightmare of spec- 
ulation” has been definitely disposed of for this 
session. Tha adverse report of the Railroad 
Committee was brought into the Senate early in 
the session and was presented by Senator Low. 
“Mr. Nelson dissenting” were the words at- 
tached to the report. They were sufficient to 
bring to his feet Mr. Nelson, who stood by the 
job iong after every one else had refused to touch 
it. He demanded that his name be stricken 
from the report, as he had not voted in the 
committee, nor authorized any record of his dis- 
sent. Mr. Nelson was pale with anger ashe 
turned to Senator Low and declared that he had 
been treated in an indecent manner by the com- 
mittee, which had acted on the bill in his ab- 
sence yesterday afternoon. He then proceeded 
to disclose the secrets of the committee by stat- 
ing that a few weeks ago, when a majority of 
the committee had been secured for the bill, and 
it was to be.reported favorably, Judge Low had 
declared that the measure was of too great mag- 
nitude to be acted upon unless all the commit- 
tee were present, and at that time Senator 
Pierce was absent. The friends of the bill con- 
sented to wait for a full meeting, and to give 
Judge Low time to prepare an adverse report. 
Judge Low was unpardonably civil and mild 
in his reply to Mr. Nelson’s wail He simply 


stated that Mr. Nelson had ac ye ovye informed 
the committee that he favored the bill, and that 
yesterday afternoon he left the committee 
before the report was made. He had instituted 
diligent search for Mr. Nelson, who was in the 
Capitol at the time, and the committee had 
waited for half an hour for him to appear. 

No effort was made to prolong the life of the 
bill, for although Mr. Plunkitt moved to table 
the report when Mr. Nelson had coneluded, he at 
once withdrew the motion when Mr. Daly rose 
to his feet to combatit. Mr. Daly congratulated 
the committee on having given so stern and 
salutary a check to the schemes of corporate ag- 
gression which are depriving New-York of its 
thoroughfares, and declared thatthe committee’s 
onree would be warmly applauded in New- 

fork. 

The New-York City authorities apprehend that 
the Electrical Subway Company and the Arcade 
Railroad, and more particularly the steam-heat- 
ing companies, may do considerable damage to 
the city pavements in their operations, and they 
have drafted a bill which requires in even 
stricter terms than the present law the restora- 
tion of pavements. Mr. Dunham introduced it 
to-day. Besides imposing on corporations whose 
operations disturb the pavements stricter reg- 
ulations, it requires them to furnish a bond that 
the pavements will be relaid in satisfactory con- 
dition. Italso empowers the Commissioner of 
Publie Works and the President of the Park De- 
partment to appoint inspectors to see that the 
work is properly done. Mr. Dunham also intro- 
duced a bill providing that sidewalks, crossings, 
and curbstones may be laid and set at the ex- 
pense of adjoining and benefited property. The 
bills will be reported favorably to-morrow. 

Mr. Plunkitt also introduced a bill to give 
County Clerk Flack another appointment. It 
 aibig x for a special clerk, whose duty it shall 

e to keep a book with the names of the notaries 
public of the city, and arecord of the payment 
of 50 cents by each holder of « notary certiticate. 
Some one can be found, it appears, to perform 
this arduous task for $1,500 a year. 

Mr. Cullen introduced a bill toextend Pleas- 
ant-avenue from One Hundred and Fifth-street 
to One Hundred and Thirteenth-street. 

Mr. Daly introduced a bill which bestows upon 
the Park Commission powers to construct a high- 
way around the projected new Westchester 

arks. The highway is to serve as the exterior 

.oundary of the parks. The commission 1s em- 
powered by the bill to reduce but not to in- 
crease the area of the parks. . 

Senator Dunham's efforts to ascertain the fact 
in the very profitable real estate business which 
the Woodiawn Cemetery is carrying on without 
paying a cent of city or State taxes were 
crowned with success this morning, when the 
association sent up its report in response to his 
resolution of inquiry. The report shows that in 
1864 the association bought 83 acres of William 
A. Booth, Lucius Hopkins, and Samuel D. Smith, 
and again 312 acres in 1874. In 186422415 
acres were cor of Abraham Peters, and iu 
1874 26 acres of T. Hugh Peters. In 1874 57 
acres were bought of Hugh N. Camp, and in 1875 
half an acre was purchased of James Valentine. 
Of this amount 80 acres have been sold for 
cemetery purposes at an average of $29,000 
an acre, the cemetery asseciation receiving 
$1,162,023. It appears that an equal amount 
has been paid over to Mr. Booth, representing 
the syndicate of original owners of the land 
under the State law, which admits such a divi- 
sion of the proceeds of sales of land for cemetery 
purposes. About 40 acres are now prepared tor 
cemetery use, and the balance, or fully two- 
thirds of the origina! purchase, is lying idle, 
patiently awaiting appreciation in value, and in 
the meantime escaping taxation. The associa- 
tion thus seems to hold about $7,000,000 of real 
estate which does not pay a cent of taxes and 
is notused for cemetery purposes. Mr. Dun- 
ham proposes to make these interesting disclos- 
ures the basis for legislation to bring this prep 
erty, and all real property similarly situated, 
under the tax laws. 

The Annual Supply bill was reported in the 
Senate to-day and made a special order for Tues- 
day, but as Senator Sloan has been called out of 
the city by the death of his son-in-law, Lieut. 
Danenhower, the bill will not be reached until 
late next week. Among the appropriations in- 
serted by the Finance Committee is an item of 
$17,209, to repay the city of New-York for the 
expenses incurred in the trial of the Broadway 
boodle cases. The Quarantine Department comes 
in for a slice of $20,000, and $30,000 is voted 
for overcoats for the National Guard. The $486 
which the State owed Horace Greeley for serv- 
ic-sin the ConstitutionawConvention of 1867 is 
to be paid, and $1,000 is voted to Assemblyman 
George Weed, of Clinton County, to pay the 
legal expenses of the cofitest over his seat, the 
Assembly having decided that his Republican 
opponent who contested it has no right to take 
it from him. 

Senator Cullen succeeded in passing his bill 
to-day, which failed yesterday, requiring sav- 
ings banks in their next report to state the 
amount of all unclaimed deposits to which no 
sum has heen added during the last 20 years, 
with the names of depositors. The bill will 
be killed in the Assembly, and the savings banks 
saved from the assaults of lawyers dealing in 
speculative lawsuits and bogus claimants. 

Senator John Smith made a long and elaborate 
argument before the Senate to-day on his bill to 
appropriate $150,000 for the purchase of six 
State grain elevators, two to be operated at Buf- 
talo, and four in New-York. As the flow of 
statistics and denunciation of the Buffaloelevator 
ring was rolling from histongue Mr. Smith spied 
the Hon, Sherman 8. Rogers seated next to Sen- 
ator Sloan. Mr. Rogers came here to argue 
aguinst the Telephone bill, but he happened to 
be from Buffalo, and the wrath which Mr. Smith 
had been pouring out on the Buffalo pool was 
suddenly turned upon Mr. Rogers. Mr. Smith 
said that there was a rule forbidding the pres- 
ence of strangers in the Senate, and he desired 
its enforcement upon the person whom he 
saw in a Senator’s chair, and who was _ per- 
sonally very objectionable to him. Mr. Sloan 
said, in’ Mr. Rogers’s defense, that he was not 
talking to him about the Elevator bill, and Mr. 
Rogers continued in uninterrupted conversation. 
The bill was finally put over until next week 
Thursday, andin the meantime an effort will be 
made to drag from Senator McMillan’s Canal 
Committee the bill regulating the elevator 
charges,

The doctor has had an interview on 
the subject with the Rector of the Rome Univer- 
sity and has arranged for a conference with 
Signor Coppino, Minister of Public Instruction, 
upon his return to the city. 

The Vatican is paying much attention to the 
attitude of the French press. The Pope will 
authorize the Nuncio at Paris to deny that the 
Pope promised to intervene in Alsace-Lorraine 
in favor of Germany. 


Tox1o, April 20.—The main points of the 
new commercial treaties between Japan and the 
foreign powers have all been arranged. The 
difficulties that remain unadjusted concern chief- 
ly France and England. With a view to facili- 
tate the conclusion of the treaties with respect 
to Japan's demand for the abolition of consular 
jurisdiction in the treaty ports, it is proposed 
that foreigners who violate the local laws of 
Japan shall be brought to trial before only the 
highest Judges of the country.

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THE SILVERSMITHS FIGHT 


DETERMINED TO RULE IN 
THEIR FACTORIES. 

EVERY KNIGHT OF LABOR EMPLOYE TO 

HIS PLACE AND DICTATION 

TO BE STOPPED. 


To-morrow morning every Knight of 
Labor who has been hitherto employed in a 
silverware factory in this country will find his 
He will be allowed to choose 
between seeking another trade, emigrating to 
another country, or resigning his membership as 
a Knight. The silversmiths have considered the 
matter for along time, and they announce that 
they will either conduct their business them- 
selves or close their doors. 

The remote cause of this action was a differ- 
ence between Tiffany & Co. and the Knights of 
There was a dispute over the 
regulations on piece work in their factory.

The ominousness of the situation from the 
business standpoint induced a general consulta- 
tion in the silversmith trade.

The result has been made evident by the late 
strike in the Whiting Silver Manufactory. Six 
weeks ago a walking delegate of the Knights of 
Labor, after consultation with the workmen in 
the chasing department, ordered a strike, and 22 
men went out out of 26 employed. The cause 
was the employment of 13 apprentices, as stated 
by the manager ot the company.

The opening was only moderately active. Half 
an hour afterward the entire force of clique 
brokers appeared in the pit and began bidding 
for June and July and offering May. This sud- 
den change in their operations astonished the 
crowd. Apparently none had considered the 


probability of the mysterious long interest shift- 
ing from May into June. 
among the shorts, andin response to their 
chases and the enormous+number of bushels 
bought by the clique June soared up 2 
cents, reducing the May premium to about 
1 cent, from 24 Tuesday. May sold up to 84, 
and the advance was also felt by July. The 
open purchases by the four houses who have 
represented the clique were very heavy. It was 
said by well informed men that not all the 
wheat bought was for the concentrated interest, 
but that tailers were taking aboard large quan- 
s. Among the gossips in the afternoon the

FISHERIES CLAIMS. 


LORD SALISBURY WILLING TO REVERT 


TO THE OLD CONDITIONS WITHOUT 
INDEMNITY—MR. BAYARD RETICENT, 
. Lonpon, April 20.—It is officially stated 
that Lord Salisbury, in a dispatch sent to Wash- 
ington on March 24, says that the British 
Government, understanding the action of 
the United States in denouncing the 
fishery articles of the treaty of Wash 
ington to be, in #& great degree, the 
result of dtsappointment at being called upon ta 
pay £1,100,000 under the Halifax fisheries 
award, ofters to revert to the old condition of 
affairs, without pecuviary indemnity, which 
offer, it trusts, will commend itself to the Ameri- 
can Government, as being based upon that 
spirit of good-will and generosity which should 
animate two great and kindred nations whose 
common origin, language, and institutions con- 
stitute as many bonds of amity and concord. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—This afternoon’s 
dispatch from London on the fisheries question 
provokes 4 sigh of melancholy despair at the 
State Department. Secretary Bayard, adhering 
to the covrse adopted by him at the beginning of 
his administration and out of respect to the 
usages that should govern all diplomatic nego 
tiations, declines to make any statement about 
the alleged official utterance of Lord Salisbury. 


It is not denied, however, that 2 communica 
tion, something like that suggested by the 
brief dispatch from London, has come from 
the British Foreign Office. Itis satisfactory, ag 
showing a disposition on the part of Great Brit 
ain to give some attention to an important sub- 
ject, butit is very unsatisfactory in its revela 
tion of the fact that the British Foreign Office 
evidently does not understand the contention of 
the United States. What is stated in the cabl 
dispatch is partly correct. It is assumed an 
partly incorrect, as many of the published state 
ments concerning this controversy have beem 
-The opinion is forced upon those who have stud- 
ied this matter and have been called upon to re- 
gard the course of the British Government crit- 
ically, that Canada and the fisheries dispute 
between Canada and the United States are both 
more completely misunderstoodin England than 
they are here. Lord Salisbury, as is suggest- 
ed by the latest dispatch, imagines that the diffi- 
culty will be settled by a resumption of relations 
under the treaty of Washington, the contention 
is still far from settlement. The trouble appears 
to be that the British Foreign Office cannot get 
rid of the notion that whatthe United States is 
most anxious about and is contending for ts the 
in-shore tishing privilege, together with the priv- 
lege of landing and curing fish. Until that mis- 
taken idea is putaside and the controversy re 
garded in a different light, it will not be reasona 
ble to expect progress. 

Every effort has been made by the Govern- 
ment to present the desires of the United States 
clearly. The difficulty of getting rapidly cown 
to the pith of the matter may have been greater 
than it ought to have been, in consequence of 
the indifference of the British Minister to the 
subject and the demands upon the British For- 
eign Office to attend to questions of greater in- 
terest to that office than the affairs of a depend- 
ency like Canada. Legislation by Great Britain 
and the United States evidently does not bring 
the controversy more rapidly to a close. After 
legislation there must still be an agreement 
through diplomatic representatives, and that 
cannot be satisfactorily reached so long 
as the British Foreign Ofhece does not 
understand the elaims of the United States. From 
what can be learned, the State Department has 
not ceased since Mr. Bayard submitted the cor- 
respondence on this subject to urge that steps 
be taken to secure an amicable settlement that 
will be satisfactory not only to the American 
fishermen, but to all classes of business men 
The utterances atthe recent banquet in Moa- 
treal by Canadian Cabinet officers are regarded 
as important and encouraging, as showing 
that the disposition of tne best informed 
men in the Dominion is favorable to 
a settlement having some regard to the 
mutual benefit of the two countries: The idea 
of adopting a policy of retaliation in behalf of 
one interest, and thus to belittle the contro 
versy, becomes at once apparent upon the read- 
ing of the speeches at the Montreal. dinmer, 
where some figures were quoted to show she 
commerce by rail between the two countries. 
California, which has not been heard from on 
the subject, would protest if, for the small 
Gloucester fishing interest, the coal supply 
from British Columbia were cut off, as 
that supply is depended upon to a great 
extent onthe Pacific coast. While the nego- 
tiations are not developing a plan of settlement 
as rapidly as could be: wished, all is being done 
that it is possible to do under the circumstances, 
which are difficult. Itis not improbable that 
the discussion of the subject will yet lead to a 
reciprocal agreement, the character of which 
bas been foreshadowed by the bill introduced ia 
the last session of Congress by Mr. Butterworth, | 
and which has since been encouraged by ex- 
pressions in the same tone from inen who have 
considered the problem carefully. 


Otrawa, Ontario, April 20.—Sir John 
Macdonald said to-night#tbat there was some 
foundation for the report cabled from England 
regarding the British Gbvernment’s latest propo- 
sition for the settlement of the fisheries ques 
tion, although it was not strictly accurate as te 
the terms of the proposition. He said that for 
obvious reasons he could not explain wherein 
the inaccuracy lay. It is understood here that 
the proposals in question originated with the 
imperial authorities, as a Cabinet Minister said 
to-night that they differed from the Canadian 
proposals. The feeling which seems to be the 
most prevalent in Parliamentary circles is that 
the latest proposition woulda on the whole be ac 
ceptable to Canadians.

THE DURNING MURDER TRIAL. 

ScRANTON, Penn., April 20.—The murdea 
trial of Thomas Durning for tho killing of Peter 
Martin has excited intense interestin this city, 
owing to the cold-blooded nature of the crime, 
and the appearance of the murdered man’s 
mother on the witness stand to-day to testify 
against her son’s slayer was a grim incident. 
She stated that Durning called at her house for 
her son Peter the night before the murder. Sev- 


eral articles of blood-stained clothing were then 
handed to her for identification and she wept 
bitterly on seeing that they were the same that 
had been worn by her boy the day he was killed. 
Other witnesses testified that Durning had 
been looking for Peter Martin and a 
companion named Sullivan. The night before 
the killing he missed some’ money from 
his saloon and Suspected them of stealing it. 
The next day Durning found Martin in a sa- 
loon kept by a man named Corrigan. Durning 
treated the crowd; then called Martin outside 
the screen, and shot him through the heart. 
Martin staggered out on the sidewalk, where he 
fell dead, and his murderer walked back to the 
barroom, threw down a silver dollar to pay for 
another treat, and then coolly remarked that he 
would drink no more until he had found. Sulli- 
van and served him as he had served Martin. 
He thought better of this, however, and went to 
the house of a friend, where he fell asleep, tak- 
ing his dog into the room witb him to warn bim 
of the approach of the police. He was captured 
in bed. The lawyers for the defense are labor 
ing to save Durning from the gallows by trying 
to prove that he was insane from drink when he 
committed the deed.

THE LARGEST LAND OWNER IN 
STATE MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT. 
Cooperstown, N. Y., April 20.—George

boom. He bought them freely all the way up to 
$1. The unfinished brick hotel on the main 
street was filled with his holdings. Although at 
one time he could have sold at a profit of 
$50,000, he held on and saw the price drop down 
to 75 cents and then to 50 cents. Still he held 
onafurther decline until his toss was greater 
than his once available profit and until the 
Sheriff levied on them to satisfy judgments 
against him. 

A year ago some 4,000 acres of land in Mont- 
gomery County were sold at Sheriff's sale. Small 
lots have been thus disposed of at intervals dur- 
ing the past five years, but in most instances 
Mr.Clarke by a legal device on financial operation 
has been able to prevent the execution. After 
his heavy loss in the a speculation became 
known his ability to raise funds decreased quick- 
ly. Merchants and local money lenders in this 
vicinity long since refused to give him credit 
witbout the best of security. Last Winter every 
item of personal property that had not already a 
claim upon it was levied upon, and advertised 
for sale by the Sheriff. Forty-nine farmsin the 
towns of Springfield, Milford, Middletield, and 
Cherry Valley, in all about 4,000 acres, and 14 
lots in this village were advertised to be sold on 
Monday of this week, but this sale was post- 
poned until May 17. It seems, however, that 
the burden was too heavy, and the crash came to- 
day. The liabilities are estimated at $1,000,000. 

Mr.Clarke’s property would probably sell under 
the hammer for $1,500,000. The principal pre- 
ferred creditor is his son, George Hyde Clarke, for 

70,000. There is much excitement in Otsego 

ounty. The County Clerk’s office was crowded 
to-day with interested. parties. There are now 
executions in the Sheriff’s hands covering nearly 
5,000 acres of Clarke’s property and the un- 
satisfied judgments outstanding amount to 
$200,000. In and around this village Mr. Clarke 
holds 18,000 acres, and in Oneida County about 
9,000 acres, while in Greene, Madison, Chenan- 
go, Fulton, Montgomery, and Dutchess Coun- 
ties he owns vast tracts, the total amounting to 
nearly 60,000 acres. 

George Clarke is an eccentric character. His 
father, who was an Englishman, built a large 
and handsome mansion for himself in the town 
of Springfield, at the head of Otsego Lake, in 
imitation ofthe ways of an English eg 9t f 
gentleman. This place, known. as Hyde Hall, 
together with considerable land in this and oth- 
er counties, went to his son at hisdeath. From 
this nucleus George Clarke began to build up his 
vast possessions. His treatment of the ancestral 
hall illustrates his mistake. A small portion of 
the many-roomed house was reserved for himself 
and his family when they could he persuaded to 
live there, and the rest was allowed to 
go to ruin. In some apartments the 
floors fell in, sleighs and wagons and grain 
were stored in the hall, and the place 
presented a general air of desolation. Mr. 
Clarke ‘was accustomed to go around in old 
clothes, flannel shirt, and slouch hat, with his 
trousers tucked inside his cowhide boots. His 
tastes were low and his manners rough. He is 
over 60 years of age. Few improvements have 
been made on any of his farms. They are mostly 
inhabited by a poor class of tenants, and the 
Jand and buildings are allowed to go to wreck. 
Many farms which came into his possession 
were occupied by farmers who held long leases 
under manorial grants. When the compromise was 
made with owners of this kind of property 20 
years ago, during the anti-rent troubles, Mr. 
Clarke treated his tenants very harshly. Nuin- 
bers were turned out of doors in midwinter, and 
others experienced wrongs of a different charac- 
ter. The result was that the people rose against 
him. In 1870-5 fires on the Clarke farms 
were of frequent occurrence, but no one was 
ever convicted of the incendiarism. For a period 
insurance companies refused to take risks on bis 
property. Jf his land is put upon the market it 
will be regarded as a public benefit, as some very 
rich tracts are now practically tied up and kept 
from use.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL FUNDS AND SECU- 


LAR INSTITUTIONS. 

ALBANY, April 20.—Senators Knapp, Griswold, 
and Fagan, of the Senate Committee on Literature, 
listened to an argument this afternoon in opposition 
to the bill of Senator Murphy compelling the dis- 
tribution of the public school funds to the Roman 
Catholic Protectory as well as to the various public 
schools. The General Secretary of the Alliance, the 
Rev. Josia Strong, presented the argument for the 
Alliance. He admitted thatifthe money all came 
from the Catholics, then it would be proper to 


distribute it among the Catholic institutions; 
but it is derived from Protestants and Cath- 
olics alike. Religion was not taught in the 
public schools, and it would be unconstitutional to 
appropriate moneys intended for these schools for 
sectarian purposes. The Catholic institutions, he 
desired to say specially to the committee, already 
received more than their just share of public 
moneys. They received 50 percent. more of the 
excise funds now distributed in New-York City 
than the institutions of all the other denominations 
put together. The Plenary Council bad ordered the 
establishment within two years of a parochial 
school in each parish, and that period was about ex- 
piring. It was very evident that a con- 
certed move was being made throughout the 
United States to compel the several States 
to support these Catholic parochial schools 
by. diverting public funds to their use, for 
bills similar to the Murphy bill have been intro- 
duced in a number of State Legislatures this Win- 
ter. Two such bills had been rejected, one in Rhode 
Island. If New-York allowed this bill to become a 
law she would be the first one to break away from 
the settled policy of this country, which has always 
insisted that public moneys should only be appro- 
priated for public purpoeee, No State could afford 
to shift the responsibility of educatingits children 
upon the shoulders of any sect, no mattec whether 1t 
was Catholic or Protestant. The parne sees 
were the only means of assimilating the foreign pop- 
ulation coming to America, and nothing should be 
tolerated that would tend to cripple their usefulness. 

Mr. Strong cited a decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals, to the effect that a colored protectory was not 
exempt from taxation on apy such ground as that it 
was a public school. It was held that such an ex- 
emption would be unconstitutional. It would be 
equally unconstitutional to attempt to appropriate 
public funds for the Catholic Protectory, or any other 
sectarian institution, Mr. Strong submitted to the 
committee a letter from John Jay, President of State 
Civil Service Commission, saying that by far the 
largest number of successful applicants for public 
positions who come before the conmission, were 
educated in the public schools. Thenumber of those 
educated at the Vatholic schools who successfully 
passed’ these examinations was next to nothing. 
Mr. Strong argued that this statement was sufficient 
to cause a legislative body to hesitate about handi- 
capping the public schools with reduced appropria- 
tious when the fruits of their instruction were 
so gratifying. The committee has taken no action 
on the bill. There is hardly a possibility of its ever 
being removed from its present resting place. 

The Senate Citzes Committee will report the Dun- 
ham Pavement Relaying and Flagging bills, intro- 
duced this morning; the Murphy Tenement District 
Park bills, and the Cantor Sanitary Inspectors bill. 

The Assembly Excise Committee, at a meeting a 
week ago, much to the disgust of Republicans in 
the House, voted to report adversely the Marvin bill 
repealing the Smith mandamus excise law passed a 
year ago, and the House bili providing a general 
excise law for the State. The explanation 
of the committee’s course was that not all 
the * Republican members were present. This 
morning another mecting was held, the notice tor 
which was served on every member, so that the 
Democrats could have uo excuse for their absence. 
Only six Committeemen appeared, and by a vote of 
four to twothe committer’s action was reversed, 
and it was decided to report the two bills favorably. 
ChairmanBrundage and Messrs.Crosby, Van Demark, 
and Kimbali voted in the affirmative, and Messrs. 
Hall, Republican, a weak sister from Utica, and 
Wemple, Democrat, in the negative. The game of 
the bemocrats will now probably be to prevent the 
order of committee reports being reached. 

THE PROFITS DIVIDED. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 20.—The firm of Proc- 
tor & Gamble, manufacturers, has made an elabo- 
rate proposition for allowing their employes to share 
in the profits of the firm. The plan is to appoint 
three Trustees, two bookkeepera and a Superin- 
tendent in the firm’s employ, who shall twice a@ year 
ascertain the amount of profits during the preceding 
six months, allowing as expenses 6 per cent. inter- 
est on the capital employed, and reasonable salaries 
to members of the firm devoting their timeto their 
interests, and divide these profits between the firm 
and the employes in proportion to the capital and the 
wages earned, The employes have accepted the 
proposition with thanks, and resolved no outside iu- 

tuence shall disturb the relations between themand 
their employers.

BOSTON MEN COMPLAINING 


OF THE EFFEC! OF THE NEW 
RAILROAD LAW. 

THE EXPORT AND RAILROAD INTERESTS 
OF THE NEW-ENGLAND METROPOLIS 

IN DANGER OF BEING RUINED. 
WASHINGTON, April 20. -The Inter-State Com- 
merce: ‘mmission received telegrams to-day from 
F. H. Herrick, President of the Pacific Pine Lumber 
Company; F.C. Williams, President of the Railroad 
Manufacturing Association, and A. Lusk & Co., rep- 
resenting the California fruit interests, complaining 


that their trade is being ruined by the operation of 
the inter-State commerce law and asking relief. 

A large number of gentlemen representing the 
railroad and export interests of Boston was in 
attendance at the office of the commission, 
and arguments were heard regarding the 
effect of the law on the trade of that city. 
Judge Soule, representing the Boston and Albany 
Road, said the route taken by shipments to Boston 
was not the same as that to New-York, but was be- 
tween 80 and 115 miles longer. Of course the rates 
to New-York were fixed by the shortest line. There 
had grown up a large export trade in Boston, made 
possible by an arrangement with the roads which 
brought traffic at the same rates charged by the 
New-York roads to that city. This trade rendered 
it possible to maintain aline of steamers to Eng- 
land, which line could not be maintained without 


this traffic. Hence this — became one of 
greater moment to Boston interests than woul! ap- 
pear merely from the amount of the traffic itself. 

Tr. Arthur Mills, General Traffic Manager of the 
Boston and Albany Road, was sworn, and in re- 
sponse to questions by Judge Soule stated that the 
local rate from the West to Boston was about 5 
cents greater on grain and certain like classes of 
produce than that upon the same merchandise in- 
tended for export. If the local rates were charged 
on the export traffic it would killit. A certain por- 
tion of this traffic came on through bills of 
lation from the West to foreign ports, About an 
equal amount was broucht to Boston and held there 
by Boston dealers until they could see a favorable 
market abroad. It was ‘og 4 upon this last class 
that relief was asked. The Boston dbaler was not 
able to avail himself of the through bills; these 
were given by the Western roads to Western 
men. In reply to Commissioners Schoonmaker and 
Bragg, Mr. Mills stated the rates upon oil from the 
Pennsylvania oil regions. These were higher than 
beforo the law went into effect, There was discrim- 
ination, but there was none from the oil stations. 
His company didnot know the Standard Oil Com- 
pany in any of these transactions; it received the oil 
from the New-York Central. There were rebates 
upon oil and upon other commodities. His road, he 
repeated, did not know the Standard Oil Company. 
Whom did they know? ‘They only knew the Boston 
Retinery’s lines, to which organization it delivered 
the oil. Ithad made rebates on Western produces, 
the beneficiaries of which were the Boston exporters. 
The Western through shippers had no claim for a 
rebate since they got an equivalent advantage in 
their through Dilla of leding. 

Mr. George A, Torrey, attorney of the Fitchbur 
Road, exhibited maps of his line an1 a photograph a 
the immense wharf and elevator property of the 
company which would become useless if the former 
privileges were not restored. There were three 
ways of shipping grain, one upon through Dills of 
lad ng from Chicago to Liverpool; the second upon 
bills from Chicago to Boston, (intended for shipment 
abroad,) at flat New-York rates; the third, from Chi- 
cago to Boston at localrates. This last was put into 
the company’s elevator, and should the consignee 
come, say a week later, and declare his purpose to 
export the grain, he would get a rebate. In this 
case the company would take pains to see that the 

rain was actually shipped. r. Torrey called Mr. 

ohn Whitmore, General Traffic Manager of the 
Fitchburg Road, to state to the commission under 
oath the difficulties of doing the export business 
under other than the old methods. One of these was 
found in the fact that ocean freights varied from 
week to Week, yet the through rates could not be 
changed by the railroads without giving notice in 
advance. 

Mr. William H. Lincoln, agent of a line of trans. 
atlantic steamers, said the commission could hardly 
appreciate the gravity of the question presented; 
the whole business of Boston was involved in this 
matter—both local andexport. This export business 
had grown up within the last15 years. lt was a 
fact not geverally known that Boston was the sec- 
ond port of the country in the amount of its exports 
andimports. This trade hai all been built up on the 
basis of equality with New-York onrates. This did 
not mean equality in all respects. New-York had 
an open waterway from the West and this gave her 
anadvantage. It meant yee | an equality in rail- 
road rates. New-York’s advantage in spite 
of this equality was such that the aver. 
age rate of ocean freights during the last 
season had been from a penny toa penny and a half 
in her favor, This question was of such importance 
that he had cabled his people in Liverpool the day 
before leaving Boston to neo the sailing of a steam. 
shiv which was about to sail untilit should be set- 
tied, and he knew thatother lines had done the same. 
Despite the equality of railroad rates in the past. 
such were the other advantages of New-York that 
one half his company’s steamers during the year had 
been diverted to New-York. The through rate from 
Chicago to Liverpool to-day is less than the local 
rate from Chicago to Boston. So thatif aman were 
to bring grain to Boston and reship it to Liverpool 
the ship would have not only to take the grain for 
nothing but pay for the privilege of carrying it. 

Mr, Torrey, in answer toa question by the Chair- 
man as to what power conferred by Jaw upon the 
commission it was desired should be exercised, said 
it was his own opinion that the law did not forbid 
the continuance of the drawback, but other gentle- 
men disagreed with him. Suppose the commission 
were of the opinion that shipments destined for Liv- 
erpool were not handled under “substantially the 
same circumstances and conditions” as those coming 
from the West to Fitchburg or locally to Boston, 
then why not allow these parties to withdraw, say- 
ing that no case of a Violation of the law has been 
made out. A testcase could be made up, to be sure 
but it would take time, and it wonld be difficult, if 
not impossible, to get back the trade which would in 
the meantime be lost. 

The Hon. Alden Speare said New-England had a 
larger proportion of manufacturers than any other 
part of the Union. Much of the material they used 
was imported. As David A. Wells had recently said, 
New-England had the manufactories, but she raised 
nothing she used. Hercotton came from the South, 
her food from the West. It needed no argument to 
show the damage which would result from making 
these manufacturers goto New-York for the import- 
ed materials. 

Mr. Edward Kemble asked that the railroads 
should not be permitted to single out a certain class 
of citizens of Boston as beneficiaries of the desired 
action of the commission. He asked that their pe- 
tition be amended so as to distribute the hoped-for 
benefita to all classes. If the roads could haul 
freight from Chicago to Boston for export for 25 
cents why could they not do it for consumption? 
It wasa fact, he submitted, that at the same rates 
the roads would make more money by haul- 
ing to Boston than to New-York. There was 
no railroad man, he presumed, who would deny that 
there was a terminal charge at New-York which 
Boston traffic escaped. While the trunk lines have 
done away with rebates and all secret arrangements, 
yet ae have voted to maintain the charge of 5 
cents a hundred over the New-York rate; that was 
what the steamships were suffering from. The 
distance was perhaps one-twentieth greater from 
Chicago to Boston than to New-York. If the rates 
were to be based upon distance, the rate from Boston 
would be 21, not 25 cents a hundred. The exporting 
class of Boston was small, the local community was 
large. By what principle of justice was a mechanic 
in England to be afforded a better rate upon his bar- 
rel of flour than a mechanic in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Torrey said that su far as the Fitchburg road 
was concerned, if it could not do the export traffic, 
except by taking the local traffic on the same terms, 
then they would take it on those terms. But the 
trunk lines (which were not represented hero to- 
day) would not assent to this. The gentleman (Mr. 
Kemble) was asking an amendment of the petition 
in respect toa matter over which the petitioners had 
no control. This ended the hearing. 

Mr. W. S. Mellen, General Manager of the Wiscon- 
sin Central lines, addressed the commission in con- 
nection with his petition for the suspension of the 
long and short haul clause, filed last week. During 
an informal discussion of half an hour these gentle- 
men made known their purpose to file protests at 
another time against the continuance of the 
“transit” system, by means of which certain roads 
having connections through and beyond St. Paul 
and Minneapolis give through rates from the points 
beyond to Chicago upon grain, with the privilege of 
stopping itat Minneapolis, having it converted into 
flour, and then carried on to Chicago. practically at 
rates which are but a fraction of the local rates from 
Minneapolis to Chicago, and with which the non- 
transit roads cannot compete.

After failing to secure, through Senator 
PIERCE, an executive session of the Senate 
to consider the appointments of Railroad 
Commissioners, Gov. Hitt yesterday with- 
drew thenamesof ARMSTRONG and BUCKBEE 
and presented those of Commissioner RoG- 
ERs and Mr. Isaac V. BakER, at present 
Superintendent of Prisons. These are ex- 
cellent appointments and ought to be con- 
firmed without delay. Mr. RoGerRs has in 
his fonr years’ service shown himself a com- 
petent and upright Commissioner, and Mr. 
Baker, as Superintendent of Prisons, has 
displayed unusual administrative capacity 
and thorough integrity. There will be little 
real regret at the failure of Mr. O’DONNELL 
to secure a reappointment, much less than 
there would have been a year ago, when his 
term expired. The Governor has dealt in a 
very petty and demagogic way with these 
important appointments heretofore. Mr. 
ARKELI’s name was sent in as a feeler for 
some arrangement for the confirmation of 
appointments generally, and when there 
was achance that he would be confirmed 
without any understanding as to other 
appointments it was suddenly withdrawn. 
ARMSTRONG and BUCKBEE were used as 
a bid for “ granger” and labor support 
without any expectation or intention of 
their being confirmed. Having played out 
bislittle farce, which can deceive no intelli- 
gent person, the Governor has at last made 
appointments that he might have made with 
more credit to himself three months ago.

Itis fortunate for Senator NELSON that 
he had no opportunity to prepare a report 
dissenting from the adverse judgment of his 
colleagues of the Senate Railroad Commit- 
tee upon the Metropolitaa Transit bill. Itis 
fortunate for Senator PLUNKITT also that his 
knees weakened and his courage failed as 
he was about to ask the Senate to leave 
some life in the job by refraining from an 
immediate acceptance of the adverse re- 
port.

It is difficult to see what the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission can do to relieve 
Boston from the disadvantage of being 
from 80 to 115 miles further by rail from 
Chicago than New-York is. As we under- 
stand it, there is nething in the law to pre- 
vent railroads terminating at Boston from 
making their through rates as low as those 
to New-York, if they can afford and de- 
sire to do so. If there is anything to 
prevent it the commission cannot change 
the law. What the Boston railroad and 
steamship men to want is to 
discriminate against the Boston local mar- 
ketin favor of the export trade from that 
port. The practice in the past has been to 
allow a rebate on grain from the West in- 
tended for export, so that it shall pay a 
lower rate from Chicago to Boston than 
that intended for the local market. It 
seems to be upon this discrimination that 
the export trade and steamship lines of Bos- 
ton have heen sustained. Now the question 
is whether {this practice can be kept up 
under the section of the Inter-State Com- 
merce act, which prohibits discrimination 
by special rates, rebates, &c., for a “like 
or contemporaneous service in the trans- 
portation of a like kind of trarfic under 
substantially circumstances and 
conditions.” If it cannot, the commission 
can do nothing for the relief of Boston, and 
this traffic will have to take its natural 
course by the cheapest route. The utmost 
that the commission can do is to express an 
opinion as to whether this traffic, connect- 
ing with the export trade of Boston and that

In its last number the Financial Chronicle 
gives some extremely interesting figures as 
to the number ‘and character of new na- 
tional banks formed since Oct. 7, 1886, and 
up to March 24, 1887. Of these there were 
80, of which 44 had a capital of only 
$50,000 each, while 23 had a capital 
ranging from $60,000 to $100,000. Thus 
it will be seen that in less than six months 
80 new banks were formed in all parts of 
the country, and of these six-sevenths had 
a capital of $100,000 or less and four- 
sevenths a capital of only $50,000. This 
has happened at a time when the condi- 
tions imposed for the formation of new 
banks are particularly and unnecessarily 
harsh, the bonds having to be purchased at 
ahigh premium. This is proof, if any were 
needed, of how closely. the national bank- 
ing system is interwoven with the business 
life of the country, of how great service it 
is to the country, and of how completely it 
has ceased in any sense whatever to pro- 
duce @ monopoly. 


The renewal of the agitation in Nova 
Scotia fur withdrawal from tho Dominion 
must cause uneasiness at Ottawa. The reso- 
lutions introduced on Tuesday into the 
Assembly by the Provincial Secretary are 
uncompromising, and declare that the ques- 
tion of separation from Canada will again 
be submitted to the people of the province 
for their decision, unless there shalt be a 
material change in its commercial relations 
with the Canadian Confederation. The dis- 
cussion of these resolutions is set down 
for to-day, but it is said at Hali- 
fax that they will pass by a large 
majority. It would be a mistake to 
attribute this dissatisfaction mainly to 
the American fishery troubles, and, in fact, 
some of the acts of the Ottawa Government 
on that subject have been strongly support- 
ed in Nova Scotia. The movement for re- 
peal dates back many years, and is based 
largely on the feeling of the maritime prov- 
inces that many objects of taxation under 
the Dominion do not benefit and hardly 
even concern them. They have long sought 
to obtain special allowances on these sub- 
jects and to have the general commercial 
policy of the Dominion shaped more in ac- 
cordance with their needs. This continual 
agitation in Nova Scotia threatens to result 
in a serious crisis for the Dominion. 


The Mayors of Pittsburg and Allegheny 
City, Penn., refused to grant a license for 
the advertised show of JoHN L. SULLIVAN 
and his “ combination” of prize fighters last 
week, and the Boston exponent of brutality 
as a fine art was forced to cancel his en- 
gagementin Pittsburg. No donbt several 
hundred of the roughs and plug-uglies of 
Pittsburg were grievously disappointed at 
the failure of the pugilists to “come to 
time,” and SULLIVAN is several hundred, 
or possibly thousand, dollars poorer than 
he would have been had a license been 
granted him to make an exhibition of his 
brute force. The Mayor of Springfield, 
Ohio, has already followed the lead of Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny City, and yesterday he 
ordered the manager of the Grand Opera 
House in that city not to open his house 
this evening for the Sullivan combination. 
There seems to be a concerted movement 
throughout the West to put an end to these 
demoralizing exhibitions, and if it is only 
persistently pushed the Sullivans of the coun- 
try will soon abandon their “‘ profession.” 
LEGISLATION AFFECTING 
CITY. 

The spirit in which legislation affecting 
the city of New-York is dealt with at Al- 
bany is strikingly illustrated in the pro- 
ceedings with regard to an elevated rail- 
road in Broadway. When it was first re- 
ported that certain speculative jobbers 
were engaged in an effort to revive the 
charter of the defunct Metropolitan ‘l'ransit 
Company, and to modify and extend its 
privileges sv asto permit the construction 
of such a road, it was regarded with sur- 
prise mingled with incredulity. It was not 
believed to be possible that their proposi- 
tion would be seriously considered, and for 
that reason it was not thought worth while 
to make any special effort to oppose 
it. But it soon became evident that 
the jobbers were getting a remarkably 
respectful hearing and that their law- 
yers and lobbyists were quite hopeful 
not only of getting a favorable report 
for the scheme, but of carrying it through 
the Legislature and securing the Executive 
approval. When the property owners, the 
people, and the local authorities had sufii- 
ciently recovered from their astonishment 
to make themselves heard the fate of the 
job was sealed; but there is scarcely a doubt 
that if the legislators had been left to them- 
selves this preposterous project would havo 
been saddled upon the city in spite of the 
fact that its character was perfectly well 
understood here and ought to have been 
patent to any intelligent and honest mem- 
ber of the Legislature. 

This shows how unfit a body the Legis- 
lature of the State is to have such absolute 
control over interests that are exclusively 
municipal and concern the people of this 
city alone. lt is an evidence of the ig- 
norance, the indifference, or the’ corrupti- 
bility of a large part of the members of that 
body with reference to matters pertaining 
to the city of New-York. If they do not 
understand the interests of the city and can 
be so easily deceived and misled in regard 
to what it needs or what it wants, they 
are unfit to legislate for it. If they are 

indifferent to its interests and disposed 
to act under any kind of induce- 
ment with reckless disregard of its 
welfare, they are unfit to legislate forit. If 
they are so subject to corrupt influences, 
pecuniary or political, where the city’s in- 
terests alone are at stake, that they are 
liable for personal gain or advantage to 
sacrifice its well-being and promote jobbery 
and speculation at

its expense, they are 
unfit to have legislative control over its af- 
fairs. If the people are compelled to be 
constantly on the watch, and to make ex- 
| Posures and ‘utter protests and threats in 
| orderto protect themselves against injurious 
legislation, would it not be much safer to 
| intrust them with the control of their own

affairs than to leave that tontrol in the 


hands of the State Legislature ? 

There is another aspect of the case which 
points to the same moral, Not only are the 
people subjected to the necessity of fighting 
against measures at Albany which are de- 
structive of their interests and pushed in 
defiance of their wishes, but they find the 
greatest difficulty in securing the passage 
of measures which are sorely needed for the 
promotion of their public interests. These 
are either neglected or defeated by opposi-, 
tion, or so mutilated as to fail of the pur- 
pose desired. The Mayor and the heads of 
municipal departments, who do know some- 
thing about the wants and needs of the 
city and the means by which they can best 
be met, find it necessary to make constant 
effort to induce the Legislature to do some- 
thing for the relief of their own helpless- 
ness, They have just sent a most humble 
though earnest petition to Albany, in which 
they are forced to acknowledge that, “ in- 
stead of being self-governing, the city of 
New-York lies prostrate at the feet of the 
Legislature.” They complain in general of 
the neglect of the city’s interests and of 
their appeals in its behalf, and then venture 
to ask an exccedingly small number of 
favors. 

The laying of electric wires under ground 
here is a matter of great interest and im- 
portance to the city and of no concern what- 
ever to the rest of the State, and the author- 
ities are compelled to beg the boon of exer- 
cising some reasonable degree of control 
over the construction and maintenance of 
subways for the purpose. Thus far the 
Legislature has shown much more regard 
for the private corporate interests involved, 
and threatens to pass an act in which they 
are mainly considered, while the interests 
of the city are made subordinate and put in 
peril. Small parks are sadly needed in 
the most crowded parts of the city, but 
the authorities are powerless to provide 
them, and are compelled to appeal 
with great earnestness to overcome the 
apathy of the Legislature and induce it 
to grant the necessary authority. A new 
building for: municipal offices has been 
needed for years. The city has land upon 
which it could be erected, It is compelled 
to pay in rents the full equivalent of the 
interest upon the cost of the needed 
structure; public ofticers are put to great 
inconvenience, and valuable records are 
subjected to constant peril, but the building 
cannot be had until the Legislature gives 
the city leave to construct it. This is a 
sorry state of things for a great municipal- 
ity, but New-York is not only prostrate and 
helpless at the feet of the Legislature, but 
it is compelled to see its interests treated 
with neglect and indifference or bartered 
away to corrupt schemers and sordid pol- 
iticians. With self-government it would do 
a thousand times better for itself. 


LORD SALISBURY’S OFFER. 


We fear that Lord SaLisburyY’s offer to 
settle the fisheries dispute by reverting “ to 
the old condition of affairs” is more cunning 
than candid. Lord SaLisBuRY has been 
beaten by Mr. PHELPS in the argument 
about the fisheries. After a considerable 
interval of silence and reflection he comes 
forward with the bland remark that he un- 
derstands “ the action of the United States 
in denouncing the fishery articles of the 
treaty of Washington to be in a great de- 
gree the result of disappointment at being 
called upon to pay £1,000,000 sterling 
under the Halifax fisheries award,” he offers 
to restore the old condition of affairs with- 
out pecuniary indemnity, and he trusts that 
this ofter will commend itself to the Amer- 
ican Government “as being based upon that 
spirit of good-will and generosity which 
should animate two great and kindred na- 
tions,” &c. 

His lordship is mistaken in supposing that 
our dissatisfaction with the Halifax award 
was one of our principal reasons for wish- 
ing to abrogate the fishery clauses of the 
treaty of Washington. We are perfectly 
well aware that we were cheated in that 
award through falsified statistics; but the 
fishery clauses, giving our vessels the right 
to the inshore fisheries, and allowing 
Canadian fish to enter our ports free of 
duty, were abrogated because our New- 
England fishermen concluded on the whole 
that they could make more money if free 
Canadian fish were shut out even at the 
cost of giving up the inshore fisheries, 


To restore the old condition of affairs 
would by no means be a reparation for the 
outrages of which wecomplain. Our com- 
plaints are based upon the “ unfriendly 
conduct and treaty violations affecting 
American fishermen” to which President 
CLEVELAND referred in his letter to Mr, 
GEORGE STEELE, of Gloucester. What that 
unfriendly conduct has been is set forth in 
the reply of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to the House resolution of Dec. 14. In that 
letter Secretary MANNING said: 


“The section of our law which authorizes a 
vessel licensed for carrying on fishery to ‘ touch 
and trade at any foreign port’ isnot a modern 
contrivance for modern exigencies, as Canadian 
lecal ofticials intimate, but has been on our 
statute books since 1793. * * * The permis- 
sion thus given to fishing vessels to ‘ touch 
and trade’ has been understood by this depart- 
ment for nearly a hundred years as conferring 
upon a vessel a right to land and receive 
on board a_ cargo: of merchandise in 
the same manner as if she were not 
engaged in the fisheries. * * * While this 
department protects Canadian fishermen in the 
use of American ports the Dominion of Canada 
brutally excludes American fishermen from 
Canadian ports. * * * Condemnation does 
not, in the opinion of this department, justly 
rest upon the Dominion of Canada because she 
has upon her statute book and enforces a law 
similar to the foregoing, [section 2,774 Revised 
Statutes, ] but because she refuses to permit Amer- 
ican deep-sea fishing vessels navigating and using 
the ocean to enter her ports for the ordinary 
purposes of trade and commerce, even though 
they have never attempted to fish within the 
territorial limits of Canada and intend obedience 
to every requirement of the customs laws and of 
every other law of the port which such vessels 
seek to enter. * “* * We ask that American 
fishing vessels shall enjoy hospitality in such 
Canadian ports as are set apart for the entry of 
foreign vessels for the unlading and shipment of 
merchandise, and generally for foreign com- 
merce.” 


There are three distinct interests repre- 
sentedin thisdispute—that of the Dominion, 
which Lord SaLispurY wishes to sustain, if 
he can do so without too much trouble; that 
of the Gloucester fishermen, and that of the 
Nation at large. which, asexplained by Pres-

ident CLEVELAND, is“ to maintain its honor, 
dignity, and integrity.” . 
Lord SALISBURY evidently hopes to gain 
a tactical advantage by making what he 
thinks the world will consider a fair 
offer. We may have the “old condition of 
affairs.” Our vessels may freely take fish 
inshore, and fish caught by the Canadians 
may be admitted here free of duty. He 
trusts that this may be accepted as a grant 
of substantially all wo have asked for. 
It really leaves the matter precisely as 
it was before. The Gloucester fisher- 
men, as appears from the letter of 
Mr. STEELE to the President, would 
consider their interests to be fully protected 
by ‘‘ prohibiting Canadian-caught fish from 
entry into the ports of the United States.” 
This reduces the dispute to a petty and sor- 
did question of protection. The broader 
and sounder national view was well pre- 
sented in the dignified letter of President 
CLEVELAND. “In this view,” says the 
President, ‘‘the violation of American fish- 
ery rights and unjust or unfriendly 
acts toward a portion of our citi- 
zens engaged in this business are but the 
occasion for action, and constitute a 
national affront which gives birth to or 
may justify retaliation.” Lord SALISBURY’S 
offer involves no promise of reparation for 
this affront. That question remains open, to 
be settled, we trust, by further negotiation, 
for, as the President has indicated, and as 
Secretary BAYARD remarked yesterday, the 
use of the powers given under the retalia- 
tion act should be a last resort, when all 
other means have failed. It is clear that 
the suspension of commerce with Canada 
would involve a loss tous greater than tho 
money value of the entire fishery interest. 


THE STRIKE OF THE SILVERSMITHS. 

There are several morals to be extracted 
from the lock-out of the silversmiths in 
which the principal manufacturers of silver- 
ware in this city have united. The story 
of the lock-out is intelligently told in our 
news columns, and from that story it is evi- 
dent that the workmen have made several 
egregious mistakes, 

The first of these mistakes was in demand- 
ing a reduction in the number of apprentices 
in the trade. This demand was the imme- 
diate cause of the strike of the silver chasers 
employed by the Whiting Company. It was 
made at a time when there was no pretense 
at all that the apprentices were taking the 
bread ont of the mouth of a single journey- 
man. On the other hand, there happened 
at the time of the strike to be more work 
for silver chasers than silver chasers could 
be found to do. If there had been twice as 
many skilled workmen in the trade employ- 
ment would have been providedfor them, and 
employment, be it noted, at one of the most 
highly skilled and consequently most highly 
paid of all mechanical industries, If there 
was an excess of apprentices over the number 
allowed by the regulations of the Knights of 
Labor the excess was due to the exception- 
ally favored position of this trade. If the 
silver chasers had been possessed of sense 
equal to their technical skill they would 
not have objected to the doing by others of 
work which there were simply not enough 
of them to do. It may be admitted, 
nevertheless, that they showed more 
sense in striking on a rising market, 
when there was abundant work for them to 
do at very high wages, than if they had 
struck on a falling market, as is the much 
commoner experience. If they had struck 
for an advance of their wages, already ex- 
ceptionally high, they would probably have 
carried their point. As it was, they struck 
against the doing of work by apprentices, 
which wasso done simply because there 
By 
taking this position they necessarily ar- 
rayed against themselves all the employ- 
ers in the trade. All thes6 employers 
were more or less in the same case with 
their immediate employers. The profits 
upon which their wages depended in their 
turn depended upon a prompt fulfillment of 
outstanding contracts. A strike by them 
under such circumstances was a strike at 
their own wages, and a most senseless and 
suicidal performance. It is no wonder 
either that the demand for the discharge 
of the apprentices was refused by the Whit- 
ing Company, or that the other employing 
silversmiths should have stood by the em- 
ployers thus involved to the extent of dis- 
charging all the workmen engaged in pro- 
moting thisiniquitonsand oppressive strike. 

The second mistake made by the work- 
men was in invoking the assistance of Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 49 of the Knights of 
Labor. The sentiment at the root of the 
Knights of Labor in general, and of this as- 
sembly in particular, is nothing more or less 
than the old but unvenerable human pas- 
sion of envy. A man who can actually earn 
$5 or $6 a day is only in degree less 
objectionable to the constituents of the 
district assembly than a man who 
can pocket $500 or $600 a day, with 
or without the preliminary formality of 
earning that amount. To invoke the assist- 
ance of a body representing mainly such 
crude labor as is required for the driving of 
horse cars, the heaving of coal, and the 
handling of freight in a dispute between a 
number of highly skilled artisans and their 
employers is a most absurd thing. The only 
advantage of such an interference, the only 
weight it carry with the 
employer, lies in the possibility of a “‘ boy- 
cott.” District Assembly No. 49 might, 
in fact, recommend all its members to 
abstain from buying the products of em- 
ployers with whom it or any one of its 
affiliated organizations is at odds. But 
what harm does anybody imagine would en- 
sue to Messrs. TIFFANY or to the Gorham 
Company or to the Whiting Company if all 
the Knights of Labor should be prevented 
by order from buying their goods, as they 
are already prevented by inability? This 
is one of the cases in which it conspicuously 
appearsthat the interests of skilled labor 
and the interest of unskilled labor are not 
identical. A trades union of the silver- 
smiths, ifit had any case against employ- 
ing silversmiths, would stand a very good 
chance of carrying its case in a confer- 
ence. But what employing silversmith 
is going to listen to the represen- 
tations about his business of a dele- 
gation of car drivers and coal heavers 
and freight handlers? The notion is pre- 
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posterous. The fundamental proposition of 
the coal heaver or the car driver is that he 
ought to get as high wages as anybody, 
which being practically interpreted means 
that nobody ought to get higher wages than 
he. Aman whose daily pay is three times 
that of any one of these classes of laborers 
is very unwise when he appeals to an assem- 
bly composed of them, or dominated by 


them, to represent his interests or to enforce 
his rights. 


CENTRAL AMERICAN UNION. 

It is reported that representatives of the 
five Central American republics, Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and 
San Salvador, have recently made another 
attempt at mutual alliance. Some of the 
points of agreement arrived at are freedom 
of trade and navigation between the States, 
joint defense against foreign powers, assim- 
ilation of laws, and the admission of the 
citizens of each State to citizenship in every 
other, and the ultimate purpose is probably 
a Central American union. 

Whether this latest attempt will be more 
successful than preceding ones cannot be 
safely predicted. The movement accords 
with the tendency of modern times, which 
is toward the political union of homoge- 
neous neighboring States, having common 
interests, language, and customs. Nearly 
every European power is now a practical 
illustration of this tendency, whilo in our 
own times Germany and Italy have fur- 
nished remarkable examples of it. Cer- 
tainly there were obstacles to solidarity in 
the way of both these countries as great as 
those in the path of Central America. Still, 
nearly allsuch unions have been effected 
by war, or were the natural sequences of 
war. Perhaps this historical fact may have 
impressed itself on BARRIOS, the Dictator of 
Guatemala, who perished on the battlefield 
in an attempt to bring about Central Amer- 
ican union by the sword. Still, the result 
of his disastrous experiment, two years ago, 
did not permanently check the general 
movement for a peaceful confederation by 
general consent, for whose deliberate de- 
velopment he was too impatient to wait. 

Hitherto, obstacles to a complete union 
of the Central American republics have 
been found in the lack of absolute neces- 
sity for such a union andin the ambitions 
of separate States, each of whose Presidents 
desired to be the head of the combined na- 
tion. As the five Central American repub- 


‘lies are in every respect distinct nations, 


the difficulties of merging them are palpa- 
bly great. Nevertheless, the feeling of the 
real community of interests perpetually 
produces schemes to secure a practicable 
form of confederation, and the present one 
seems to be conservative in its aims. It 
would at most amount only to a prelimi- 
nary or preparatory step for an ultimate 
union by assimilating as far as possible the 
laws, institutions, and material interests of 
the five republics. , 

After all, the real question is that of re- 
viving a unity which formerly existed and 
continued through the sixteen years that 
succeeded the separation of these States 
from Mexico. Nearly half a century has 
elapsed since their original federation was 
broken up, when each State adopted a com- 
pletely independent government. The re- 
union of States may not be so difficult as 
the junction of neighboring countries in a 
common government for the first time. 
Nevertheless, while the five States may 
achieve a closer commercial and political 
alliance, the merging of them under a com- 
mon government like that of Mexico or our 
own country is more likely to await the 
pressure of some special exigency which 
will make sucha union sought as a neces- 
sity. 

So far as concerns the United States, Mr. 
BAYARD probably represented the general 
feeling in his communication to the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations during the 
progress of the scheme of Barrios. He ex- 
pressed the conviction that ‘‘this Govern- 
ment has an undoubted interest in the 
assimilation of the aims of the Central 
American States, so that they may act vol- 
untarily and harmoniously together under 
republican forms toward the realization of 
national and continental ends,” although it 
opposed any forcible usurpation like that of 
Barrios. In alike spirit he telegraphed to 
Minister Hatt that “this Government, 
while believing a voluntary combination of 
interests of the Central American States de- 
sirable, would not countenance any display 
of force by one or more States to coerce the 
others.” While these expressions may well 
enough represent the current feeling in the 
United States, it is not so clear that Mexico 
would be pleased to see a united Central 
America on her border. Still, in the very 
restricted form of the present project there 
might be nothing for her to reasonably ob- 
ject to. 


The disbandment of the Anarchist

PATTI IN “LUCIA.” 

The old familiar melodies of *‘ Lucia” des 
lighted an audience last night that literally 
packed the Metropolitan Opera House from pit 
todome. Indeed, it was to all appearances the 
largest house of the season. The applause that 
followed some of the leading numbers in the 
well worn work. of Donizetti showed that the 
popular affection for Mme. Patti's singing was 
heightened by the knowledge that she is soon to 
take her final departure from these shores, and 
by @ realization of the fact that even her con- 


summate art cannot preserve her matchless 
voice many more seasons. It is not necessary 
at this late day toenterinto any extended com- 
mentary on the opera, whichisso familiar that 
even the little children hum its airs. Mme 
Patti was in excellent voice and spirits 
last night, and sang the florid measures 
with old-time vigor and briliar cy. Her entrance 
in the first act was the signal for a burst of 
hearty applause, and her opening aria was re- 
ceived with great warmth. In the sextet her 
voice rang clear and high above the volume of 
tone emitted by the other singers, the chorus, 
and orchestra. The climax of the opera, how- 
ever, was reached in the customary place. The 
mad scene evoked the greatest amount of ap 
plause in the course of the evening. The two 
songs of that scene, “ Ardon gl’ incensi” and 
“‘Spargi d’amaro,” have always been famous 
among Mme. Patti’s vocal feats, and last nicht 
the great soprano was true to her reputation. 
She sang both numbers with an amazing amouns 
of tonal brilliancy and wealth of ornamentation. 
The outburst of applause that followed the first 
of the two songs could not he quelled by any- 
thing short of a repetition, and at the 
close of the act the famous diva was 
recalled again and again and loaded with flow- 
ers. A tumultof applause followed the fall of 
the curtain, and Mme. Patti was finally com- 
pelled to reappear before the footlights, and in 
response to an imperative demand on the part 
of the audience, she sang ‘* Home, Sweet Home,” 
which aroused astonishing enthusiasm. Signor 
Guille was the Edgardo. It was his first appear- 
ance in the course of the opera season, and his 
work was observed with some curiosity. In 
spite of his physical disadvantages he acquitted 
himself with great credit. He was in good voice 
and sang the music of Edgardo with great 
earnestness and good effect, while his acting was 
manly and dignified. Signor del Puente was ex- 
tremely agreeable as Enrico, and Signor Abram-~ 
off was a sonorous Raymondo. The chorus and 
orchestra were in good form and discharged 
their duties effectively.

NO GERMS IN THE RAGS 


HE IMPORTERS SUIT AGAINST 
DR. SMITH. 

WHE BROOKLYN HEALTH OFFICER’S TES- 

TIMONY—NO DISEASE BRED FROM 


THE RAGS IN QUESTION. 

Two long sessions of Judge Ingraham’s 
part of the Supreme Court were wholly taken np 
yesterday with the suit brought by rag import- 
ers to show & conspiracy between Health Officer 
Dr. William M. Smith and the Paper Stock 
Pisinfecting Company, whereby the plaintiffs 
pustained heavy damages in one form and an- 
other. The deep interest taken in commercial 
circles in the case was manifested by the repre- 
sentative business men who flocked to the trial. 
The otherwise dull proceedings were enlivened 
by frequent tilts between the active lawyers 
employed and the sharp rebukes of his Honor. 

Emory W. McClintock, one of the plaintiffs, 
‘who was on the witness stand all day Tuesday, 
Was recalled at the opening of court yesterday 
for further cross-examination. He said he had 
no recollection of an intention to disinfect, by 
any process, the condemned rags received on 
the ships Vigilant and Bettaglia in 1885. The 
evident idea of the defense was to trip the wit- 
ness into an admission that he knew the rags 
needed purification by some process, The wit- 
ness said further that he never knew that any 

lace but the Baltic Stores of the defendants, 

artlett & Co., had been designated for the _~ 
infection of rags. Documentary © 
here introduced “4 show that Robbin’s Reef had 
i ted. 

John. ora ‘Arnadale, a Custom House em- 
ploye, identified eee of the storekeeper at 
the Baltic Stores showing that the rags ind spute 
had been discharged. The word “ disinfected’ 
on the receipts indicated, he said, that the 

oods were sent there to be renovated. Rags, 

@ ssid, are not dutiable. To Mr. Goodrich, of 
the defense, the witness said that all importa- 
tions, whether free or not, are held by the 
Government until formally claimed and duly 
entered. The fact that the rags in the case 
were transferred to the Brooklyn warehouse 
would Indicate that the owners did not present @ 
permit prior to the transfer. 

Dr. Joseph H. Raymond, of Brooklyn, testified 
that he was Health Officer there from 1882 to 
1886. This was during the period of the present 
controversy, and the Baltic Stores were in his 
urisdiction. ‘On the 10th of March, 1885, 

he witness continued, “ Lissued an order that 
no imported rags should be landed in Brooklyn 
unless it was first shown by the certificate of 
Health Officer one on me. a of New-York, 
that the rags were free from infection.” 

“ Was that rule in force when the Lockwood 
& McClintock consignment was landed ?” 


“It was.” 
Dr. mond remembered clearly the circum- 


ptances of the controversy about the Vigilant’s 


ragsin June, 1885. The Captain of the lighter 
Success made application to land the rays at the 
Baltiv Stores. he consignees objected and 
Bartlett & Co. protested. The witness took legal 
counsel, as a nice point was involved and it was 
decided to give a permit to the lighter’s Captain, 
as the goods were in his charge. 

“Did you know there was no necessity for dis- 
infecting the rags?” 

“T bed such an impression from Quarantine 
prior to giving the permit.” , 

The witness could not tell just how he got his 
tnfor mation, only that it came from Health Offi- 
eer Smith. “My guiding principle of action,” 
he said, ‘was knowledge that the goods had not 
come from a cholera-infected district.” 

The witness told Lawyer Goodrich that he 
revented the land- 
ing of rags from the ship Battaglia. He pre- 
sumed that the following indorsement on a note 
from Health Officer Smith was made by his (Dr. 
Raymond's) deputy: ‘Inasmuch as there is no 
evidence that these (the Battaglia) rags are not 
infected, they must be discharged in Brooklyn 
until they (the consignees) bring the usual cer- 
tificate from the Health Officer.” This indorse- 
ment had the name of the witness aftixed, but it 
was. he believed, in the handwriting of his 
fleputy. The document was admitted in evi- 
fence after a debate, but it was first made plain 
to the jury by the plaintiffs’ attorneys that Dr. 

mith, when he wrote the note, had satisfactory 

owledge of the clean condition of those par- 
ticular rags. 

The defense then took up a new line of in- 
quiry, placing Dr. Raymond in the light of an 
expert, but the testimony elicited did not havea 
ae effect apparently on the «side of the

“ What do you think of the efficacy of Bartlett 
& Co.’s method of disinfecting rags by steam ?”’ 

“Tonce thought it was good, but in the light 
of new discoveries have changed my opinion of 
the process.” 

The witness admitted being on record as ap- 
proving of the Baltic Store plan. 

The defense attempted to putin evidence Dr. 
Sternberg’s written approval of the machine, on 
the ground that it was equal to standard med- 
ical authority. 

“TI object,” said Mr. Cockran, “ but will with- 
draw itif they will state how much the Paper 
= Disinfecting Company paid for the certifi- 
ca 

A lively discussion ensued, during which the 
fact that a check had passed to pay the cost of a 
scientific test of the disinfecting machine came 
out. The disclosure was so overwhelming that 
Mr. Goodrich sat down to cogitate, while his 
Bsaociate, Mr. Prentice, took the witness in hand, 
He brought out the information that steam will 
kill bacteria at 212° Fahrenbeit, and the seeds of 
bacteria are destroyed at 230°. Much attention 
Was given to the cholera scare of 1885 and the 
precautionary measures taken by the authorities 
here to prevent the introduction of the disease. 

“Why did you permit the landing of foreign 
rage when you knew that contagious diseases 
Were communicated by them?’ 

“My authority for permitting rags to be landed 
in Brooklyn was Health Officer Smith. I never 
admitted any without his assurance that they 
were free from contagious matter.” 

“Assuming that the rags arrived on the 
Vigilant and Battaglian at the time stated, when 
there wus so much cholera abroad, do you think 
it wae safe and pruent to admit them?” 

“T considered there was no danger in view of 
the fact that the bales had passed Quarantine, 
I never permitted a pound of ragsto be landed 
that year unless their condition was first certi- 
fied to. I would huve permitted the bales to be 
opened without disinfection.” 

“Is it not true that some of the bales were of- 
fensive?”’ 

“Yes, very offensive. [remember that it was 
thought they might contain dead Japanese ba- 
bies. The offensive bales were put aside until 
the offensive odor had evaporated.” 

The plaintiffs’ side then inquired into Dr. Ray- 
mond’s personal investigation of the dissemina- 
tion of disease by the importation of rags. The 
doctor said that after a careful inspection he had 
Discovered one case of choleru. He admitted 
that there was a wide difference of opinion 
among medical men as tothe origin of the dread- 
ful disease. He had ah impression that the in- 
ternational conference on the subject at Rome 
in 1885 adopted a resolution recommending the 
disinfection by steam of rags from foreign coun- 
tries. Dr. Koch represented Germany on that 
occasion. It was shown that at a subsequent 
conference in Berlin that eminent authority 
reached the conclusion that cholera was only 
communicated by human beings, there being no 
evidence that rags —— the disease, 

Dr. Raymond said he considered himself as 
fompetent as Dr. Koch to sift evidence and form 
conclusions, and he was satisfied that the cargo 
of tue Vigilant, consigned tothe plintiffs in 1885, 
was not dangerous from a sanitary point of 
view. The witness had no personal knowledge 
that 20,000 bales of rags had been transshipped 
here just prior to the public agitation over simi- 
jlarimportations. He had no knowledge about 
the formation of the Paper Stock Disinfecting 
Company. Heidentified Health Officer Smith’s 
certificate that the rags in dispute did not come 
from an infected district. Notwithstanding this 
certificate, the bales were sent to Brooklyn to be 
disinfected. 

Mr. McClintock was recalled, and testified that 
of the 175.000 bales of rags imported to the 
United States in 1885, his firm received about 
12,000 bales. He was in Holyoke recently, but 
did not cause a telegram to be sent to papers 
here that a case of smallpox had been discoy- 
ered in one of the mills using imported rags. 

The original injunction order, obtained by the 
ay in Brooklyn, was offered in evidence 

y the defense, to show that Dr. Smith was nota 
party to that action. 

This led Lawyer Cockran to remark: ‘“‘ Every- 
body present knew that fact but Mr. Prentice.” 

The latter retaliated by pressing the wituess 
McClintock to admit that he did not claim any 
damage to the rags by the disinfecting process, 
andthat the New-Jersey Lighterage Company 
‘was employed to transfer the bales to Brooklyn. 

The plaintiffs’ attorneys then requested the 
witness to tell how he came to make Philadel- 
phia his portof entry. He said that the firm’s 
consignment on the ship Lucy Nichols was taken 
to the Quaker City to escape the conspirators of 
this port. They followed the goods there how- 
ever, and Health Officer Smith was instrumental 

in putting the tirm to great expense and trouble. 
The rags eventually got into Philadelphia with- 
out being disinfected. 

Charles L. Hamilton, of Philadelphia, a paper 
mili owner, and his foreman, Thomas Bottomly, 
testified to the purchase of 500 bales of rags in 
October, 1885, and of 400 bales in March, 1886. 
The first lot was from the cargo of the Vigilant, 
and many bales indicated that they had been 
Steamed by a disinfecting apparatus. A screw 
containing apertures had been inserted into the 
bales, one-half or two-thirds across, and steam 
injected. This corresponds to the method of the 
Paper Stock Disinfecting Company. Every bale 
‘Was consumed inthefactory. The purchase was 
made on contract, the price being under the 
market. 

On cross-examination the witness (Hamilton) 
said that smallpox broke out in the mills in 1885. 

* Do you know from what source?” 

*T think from infectious rags.” 

Lhere was a sensation in the court room. 

“ The rags from the Vigilant?” 

“No; we had not begun to use that lot; the 
fags under process of transformation were all 
domestic.” 

The sensation vanished. The witness was im- 
mediately dropped by the defense, and the faet 
Was elicited by the plaintiffs that the Vigilant 
Tags did not breed any smallpox cases or any 
Contagious disease. The authorities made an in- 
_Vestigation at the time, and concluded thata 


‘woman brought the disease into the mill, having 
ex herself outside. 

e witness, Bottomly, declared that the holes 
in the bales were as sharply defined as an augur 
hole in a log of wood. 

William Lockwood, the other plaintiff in the 
suit, gave a history of various consiguments sub- 
stantially identical with that of his partner. Hoe 
identified Bartlett & Co. bills for disinfectings 
charges, and gave the substance of interview 
had with Health Officer Smith bearing on the 
case. 

Evidence taken by commission in Washington, 
embraciug official documents and the testimony 
of the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, was 
offered in part before the hour of adjournment. 
It was announced that the plaintiff had only one 
more witness, and rested with the reservation 
that they be permitted to wind up to-day. 


MR. CLEWS 


TWO DECISIONS IN HIS FAVOR BY THE 
COURT OF APPEALS. 

Two opinions, both in favor of Henry 
Clews, were handed down by the Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday. One case has been tried three 
times, and has twice been to the Court of Av- 
peals. In March, 1878,a stranger bought Gov- 
ernment bonds of Henry Clews & Co, and gave 
them a draft of the Commercial Bank of Chicago 
upon the Bank of New-York for $2,540. A mes- 


senger sent to the Bank of New-York asked the 
Paying Teller if the certitication was good, and 
was told “ Yes.” Afterward the draft was re- 
turned with ‘Certified Jan. 16, 1878, payment 
stopped,” written across it. 

It was originally drawn in Chicago for $254 50 
and was lostor stolen. The Bank of New-York 
was given notice, payment was stopped, and a 
bond given by the Chicago bank to prevent loss 
by the New-York bank, whose Paying Teller 
and Register entered these facts upon their 
books. The majority of the Court of Appeals on 
the first trial held that in the absence of other 
testimony the question asked by the messenger 
only referred to the certification and not to the 
goodness of the draft. On the new trial evidence 
to show that in the ordinary language of Wall- 
street the messenger’s question referred to the 

enuine nature of the draft was excluded. The 
Court of Appeals now seems to hold that it was 
improperly excluded. It reverses the judgment 
against Mr. Clews and grants a new trial. 

The second case grew out of a purchase of a 
pair of diamonds by Mr. Clews several years 
ago, when a diamond broker named Meiers 
agreed to get him a pair and secured them from 
‘Alfred Smith & Co. They sent them to Mr. 
Meiers through a man named Plumb. Meiers 
sold them to Mr. Clews and received the price. 
Smith & Co, afterward demanded the return of 
the gems, claiming that when Meiers got them 
he gave a receipt showing that he had only the 
right to exhibit them to Mr. Clews. As Meiers 
had no right to sell the diamonds, Mr. Clews, it 
was claimed, must return them or pay for them 
again. Mr. Clewsclaimed thatSmith & Co, knew 
that Meirs was sent with the diamonds to sell 
and that he could not be forced to pay twice for 
the same goods. The Court of Appeals has now 
decided in Mr, Clews’s favor.

THE REPUBLICAN PRIMARIES. 


BITTER CONTESTS GOING ON IN SOME OF 
THE DISTRICTS. 


The primary elections of the Republican 
organization in the various Assembly districts 
willl be held to-morrow. There will be bitter 
contests in the Thirteenth, Sixteenth, and Twen- 
ty-third Assembly Districts, and less important 
contests perhaps in the First, Sixth, and possi- 
bly the Fifteenth. In the Thirteenth District 
the contest is against the present leader, ex-Sen- 


ator Frederick 8. Gibbs, and among the opposi- 
tion are ex-Assemblyman Henry L. Sprague and 
Alderman James A. Cowie. The committees of 
both factions were working hard last night. 

In the Sixteenth District City Marshal Richard 
M. Lush, John H. W. Killen, and others will try 
to beat Capt. Cregan. The Captain says that 
the opposition has been liberally aided by Allen 
Thorndike Rice, who failed to be elected to 
Congress last Fall. Healso says that Assem- 
blyman Robert Ray Hamilton is manipulating 
things in favor of thejLush ticket. The Captain 
offered to bet Lush last night any amount of 
money that his ticket would not get half as 
many votes as the Cregan ticket. The leader 
of the opposition would not make the bet. The 
Lush people really have very little hope of win- 
ning at the primary, but they want to get votes 
enough to make a respectable showing, and then 
call upon the Republican County Committee for 
anew primary, to be supervised by inspectors 
in their interest. 

The contest in the Twenty-third Assembly Dis- 
trict is simply a revival of an attempt made two 
yearsago to put ex-Assemblyman a Crane 
inthe position now occupied by Frank Raymond. 
The Crane faction has been ** kicking’ for some 
time, but nobody has paid much attention to 
them. They sent out tickets last night, with the 
name of A. M. Underhill at the head, toall the 
enrolled Republicans of the district. The re- 
spectability and honesty of the regular or Ray- 
mond ticket 1s guaranteed by the fact that the 
name of Congressman Ashbei P,. Fitch heads the 
list of candidates. Mr. Fitch, Thomas Allison, 
the Chairman of the District Committee, and the 
other officers of the organization also sent out 
@ circular last night.

Jacob F. Clickner, of 157 East Seventy-sec- 
ond-street, the conductor of the train, said 
he was attending the gates between the 
first and second cars. He told the  peo- 
ple to remain in the cars, as they would 
soon get to the station, but four men on 
the froyt platform of the first car opened the 
gate there and got off. He went to the front 
platform to close the gate and to prevent any 
others from getting off. On cross-examination 
Clickner admitted that there was no man to at- 
tend the first gate of the first car or the last gate 
of the last car. Neither was the front door of the 
first car or the rear door of the last car locked. 
He had no key to lock them with. This state of 
things had prevailed on the Third-avenue road 
for the last six months, 

Henry Dixon, of 317 East Twenty-fifth-street, 
a guard between the second and third cars, said 
the passengers forced one of his gates open and 
a few got off. He promptiy closed the gate and 
signaled the engineer tostop. He pulled a man 
aboard one of his platforms from the plank 
walk, but this could not have been the man 
whose protruding body brushed the people off 
the walk, as he got him entirely up on the car 
platform. 

Loammi Lathrope, of 160 East One Hundred 
and Ninth-street, the last guard on the train, 
said the people got very impatient and excited, 
and he opened his gates and let some of them 
out, 

Lincoln Morse, of 123 East Forty-sixth-street, 
a civil engineer in the employ of the company, 
stated that the side path was for the use of the 
trackmen and not for the public. 

The testimony of James Lyle, of the old Coney 
Island Road near Prospect Park, whose knee 
cap was fractured in the accident and who was 
too ill to appear in person, was read. It was to 
the effect that the gate of the second car was 
open and the guard did not prevent him getting 
° 


Coroner Eidman read over all the testimony 
in the case for the jury, and at 2:30 P. M. the 
jury retired. At4P. M. it returned and ren- 
dered a verdict that Patrick Matthews, Patrick 
McCabe, Judas Sinai, and William Bergen came 
to their deaths by falling from the pathway of 
the structure of the Third-avenue branch of the 
Manhattan Elevated Railroad Company; that 
they were brushed off by the protruding body of 
some person attempting to board the train while 
it was moving south toward the Fourteenth- 
street station, and while the jury recognized 
that the pathway was not for the use of passen- 
gers, still they censured the Manhattan Com- 
pany for permitting the walk to be without a 
proper guard or railing.

A LIQUOR STORE SOJOURN WHICH GOT 
HIM INTO TROUBLE. 

Police Commissioner McClave spent two 
hours yesterday in listening to the testimony in 
the complaint made by Edward Kilpatrick, the

Mr. Kilpatrick, while in conversation with Judge

He said he was superin- 
tending the erection of some buildings at Seven- 
ty-sixth-street and Park-avenue, when Judge 
Dillon came to him and complained of boys car- 
rying off the picket fence about some lots he 
owned on the opposite side of the avenue, and 
said that he had frequently complained to the 
police, but without avail, and also to Mayor 
Hewitt. While they were conversing Officer 
Walker approached and joined in the conversa- 
tion. Kilpatrick said that it was no use com- 
plaining to the police, as they would stand by 
and see the property carried off without inter- 
fering. Walker thereupon called Mr. Kilpatrick 
aliar,and when the latter remonstrated with 
him, arrested him. Although Mr. Kilpatrick 
was not well, the officer would not permit him 
to ride, but compelled him to walk to the station 
house. 

The officer in his defense denied that he had 
called Mr. Kilpatrick a liar, but said that he ar- 
rested him because he put his hand on his (the 
officer’s) shoulder. 

Mr. Kilpatrick appeared also as complainant 
against Walker, charging him with having on 
the 12thinst. remained for 23 minutes in a 
liquor store at Park-avenue and Seventy-eighth- 
street when he should have been patroling his 
post. Kilpatrick and his son watched the officer 
enter the place and timed him while they sent a 
messenger to the station house.

MISTAKEN ALL THE TIME 


1HE NORTHWESTERN WILLING 
TO PAY COMMISSIONS. 
ITS MANAGERS THINK THE COMPANY 
HAS THE RIGHT TO MAKE ITS OWN 
RULES IN 1TS OWN WAY. 


People who for the last week have been 
saying that the Chicago and Northwestern Rail- 
road Company wasin full unity with the trunk 
lines in their war upon commissions to ticket 
agents have been in a big majority, but they 
have been mistaken all the same. When the 
Northwestern was left as the only line west 
from Chicago over which the Eastern roads 
would sell through tickets Broadway wise men 
agreed that commissions were no longer in 
favor withits management, because the trunk 
lines had publicly announced that they would 
cut loose from commission-paying roads. But 
the fects are the other way—that is, at least 
The position of the North- 
western on the subject of commissions is formu- 
lated thus: 


“The Managers of the Chicago and Northwestern 
Railway consider the point at issue to be the right 
of a railway company to make its own rules, and 
have them respected. They concede that right to 
others, as they_expect others to concede that right 
to them. The Northwestern pays commissions to 
regular ticket agents only. It does not pay excess- 
ive commissions, or commissions to outsiders. The 
continuance or discontinuance of commissions is not 
now @ question of sufficient importauce in itself to 
warrant controversy.” 


This platform will be interesting reading to 
most railroad menin this part of the country. 
The first clause would seem to have a delicately 
sarcastic reference to the attempt of the trunk 
lines to influence other roads to give up com- 


missions; the second intimates that the North- 
western will not back down or yield what it 
claims asitsrights; the third draws the line of 
commission receivers between regular agents 
and the ticket brokers; the fourth contains a 
declination to be rashly prodigal, and the sixth 
throws cold water upon the disputants by re- 
marking that what they are fighting for does 
not amount to much anyway. But a good-sized 
controversy is going on, nevertheless, and its 
end seems along way off yet. In explaining the 

osition of his road a representative of the 
Northwestern remarked: ‘‘ You may say, furtber, 
that for the month of March the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway paid commissions to a 
greater number of ticket agents upon a greater 
pumber of tickets issued by connecting lines 
than had been paid by that company for a num- 
ber of years, andif it does not pay to as largea 
number for the month of April it will surely be 
because certain roads have prohibited their 
agents from taking commissions, and those 
agents see fit to obey the rules of their employ- 
ers. The Nortbwestern has, possibly, in this 
matter, been unduly conservative in refraining 
from the effort to make capital out of the present 
situation for advertising purposes, but there is 
no reason why those ticket agents who have 
been friends to the Northwestern in the past 
should not be friends still.” 

This means that a regular agent of the trunk 
lines who has been receiving commissions from 
the Chicago and Northwestern, and who sells a 
through ticket over that road, will be able to 
have his voucher honored. The only question 
with him will he whether he cares torun the 
risk of bringing down upon his head the wrath of 
his regular employers. The allowance to agents 
on tickets to Missouri River points is now $1,an 
amount considered fair by the Northwestern and 
large enough to remunerate the seller fér his 
extra trouble, yet not so large as to make him 
neglect his regular duties. ‘“‘ We are as willing 
as ever,” said Mr, E. T. Monett, New-York Pas- 
senger Agent ofthe Northwestern, yesterday, 
‘“*to pay commissions, but we will pay them to 
reguiar agents only. Thatis just the point. We 
will not deal with the brokers.” 

For the first time inmany days the trunk lines 
were able to sell through tickets to Kansas City 
yesterday. Passengers traveling on these tick- 
ets will go to Detroit or Toledo, and then take 
the Wabash to Quincy. There they will connect 
with the Hannibal and St. Joseph, which will 
carry them to Kansas City. Itis not a particu- 
larly direct route, butit is said that fair, time 
can be made over it from this city. It, however, 
gives the trunk lines an outlet westward such as 
they wanted, and therefore is prized by them. 

To-day, unless a train breaks down or some- 
thing else unexpected happens, a line of tickets 
will be put into its officesin this city by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. This will set 
the fashion for the other Western roads which 
will probably follow the example. Livelier 
times may be looked for in the commission war 
as the season advances and travelincreases. It 
is a curious war in many respects, and the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern’s future treatment by 
the trunk lines may be one of the oddest things 
of all. The situation is getting a great deal 
more interesting.

PERTURBED ATHLETES. 

Mr. Herman Oelrichs has resigned from 
the New-York Athletic Club, and thereis a great 
to doin athletic circles. The causes which led 
tothe resignation date back to 1885. Mr. Oel- 
richs and the late W. R. Travers became members 
of the organization in 1882 at the earnest solici- 


tation of A. H. Curtis, an old member of the 
club anda gentleman well known among ama- 
teur athietes. The club was not in a prosperous 
condition, but through the hard work of Messrs. 
Travers and Curtis it at once entered on a career 
of good fortune. Its membership increased 
rapidly to 1,800, and is now about 2,000, wiile 
over 400 men are seeking admission. 

In 1885 the Stock Exchange party, at whose 
head was A. V. De Goicouria, elected Vice-Presi- 
dent that year, became the ruling element in 
the club. Mr. Travers, the President, was asked 
to appoint a committee to nominate a ticket, and 
he did so. Mr. Oelrichs, who was a member of 
the Governing Committee, declined to be a can- 
didate for re-election. The Stock Exchange men 
opposed the regular nominees and got up a 
scratch ticket, in which A. H. Curtis, the regular 
candidate for Vice-President, did not appear. 
Mr. Oelrichs opposed the scratch ticket, but it 
carried the day. Mr. Oelrichs then wanted to 
resign, but Mr, Travers persuaded him not to do 
so. Whenthe new clubhouse was opened the 
elub was short of funds and Mr. Oelrichs paid 
for the opening entertainment, which cost about 
$5,000. Some of the members grumbled and 
raid they did not want to be entertained by Mr. 
Oelrichs. The election followed, and the Stock 
Exchange party introduced political methods of 
electioneering, which displeased their opponents, 

Mr. Oelrichs was disgusted with the entire pro- 
ceedings, and he consequently has at length de- 
cided to resign. His resignation has not yet 
been accepted. A committee has been appointed 
to call upon him and endeavor to persuade him 
to reconsider the matter.

THE SEASON’S RACES IN THIS STATE 
DEPENDING ON THE IVES BILL. 

Advices from Albany are to the effect that 
the Ives Pool bill will to-day come up for passage 
in the Assembly. The result is awaited here 
with interest. If it passes, the racing at Jerome 
Park and the Coney Island tracks will be ex- 
ceptionally good, and trotting races on the Mor- 
risania track will be revived. If it fails, racing 
on the tracks in this State will be tame. The 
stake races at Jerome Park set down for the first 
week in June will be run and then the track will 
be closed, probably forever. Arrangements 


have been quietly made in order to be prepared 
if the bill is defeated fora transfer of the pro- 
gramme prepared for Coney Island to tracks in 
New-Jersey. There is even outlined a plan for 
converting Henry N. Smith’s breeding farm near 
Trenton into a great racing track as a rival to that 
at Monmouth Park. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
people have agreed to put spur tracks to the 
grounds, and advance the argument in favor of 
making that the future fighting ground for the 
great runners thatit is 20 minutes nearer this 
city than Monmouth Park, and also handier for 
Philadelphians. 

Should the Ives bill pass and become’a law, 
bookmaking and pool selling in the city will re- 
ceive a blow in the fuce. The law’s enforcement 
would wipe out the cheap Ec places here, 
which are the cause of the evils complained of. 
With these closed, and the only facilities for 
betting those furnished at the tracks, a dozen 
miles from the city, noone can complain of 
being ‘‘led into temptation.” If a man goes a 
dozen miles or more to bet on a horse race, it’s 
safe to infer that he’s seeking after instead of 
being led into temptation. That’s the way the 
gentlemen interested in the racing associations 
look at it, at all events. 

Montana Regent, Elkwood, Lafitte, Phil Lee, 
Blue Wing, and Brown Duke are entered for the 
big special races at Memphis, to be run next 
Tuesday. The race will be for $250 each, with 
$1,000 added by the club, and will be a rattling 
event to precede the Kentucky Derby. 

The tirst yearling se of the season takes place 
at Jerome Park this morning, when a lot of 
youngsters from A. J. Cassatt’s Chesterbrook 

“arm and from William Astor’s Ferncliffe Stud 
will be sold by Col. 8. D. Bruce. A number of 
2 and 3 year olds and several brood mares will 
also be sold. 

Merry Duchess, who won the City and Subur- 
ban yesterday, was so short a horse, post odds 
hero being ten to one against her. that the book- 
makers made a good thing out of the lively bet- 
ting that was done on the event yesterday morn- 
ing.

APPEAL TO THE ASSEMBLY 


A PETITION 10 THE STATE 
FOR JUSTICE 10 THE OITY. 
WHAT MAYOR HEWITT AND HIS DE- 


PARTMENT CHIEFS THINK NEW-YORK 
CITY MOST NEEDS. 


Mayor Hewitt yesterday sent to the mem- 
bers of the Senate and Assembly at Albany the 
following statement of facts in reference to legis- 
lation for this city, the document being signed 
by the heads of the various local departments of 
the City Government: 


To the Honorable the Senate and A the 
Siate of New-York: sathaattinl bre 

The petition of the undersigned, the Mayor, Re- 
corder, and the heads of devartments of the Govern- 
mentof the city of New-York, respectfully repre- 
sents that under the provisions of the Cousolidation 
act the Mayor has from time to time called together 
in conference the cther signers hereof for the pur- 

se of considering measnres pending in the Legis- 

ature affecting the welfare of the city of New-York. 
The conclusions arrived at in these conferences, after 
full and free discussion, have in nearly every case 
met with the unanimous approval of the undersigned, 
and have been communicated to the Senators and Rep- 
resentatives of the city of New-York for the purpose 
of enabling them to place before their fellow-members 
the views of the city officials charged with the duty 
of administering its affairs and necessarily familiar 
with its interests. We learn with regret that-in 
some quarters these recommendations have been 
regarded as an unwarrantable interference with the 
free judgment of our representatives in the Legisla- 
ture. here is no ground whatever for any such 
perversion of our intention and action. We should 
failinour duty if, after having acquirec special 
knowledge of the operation and requirements of the 
City Government, which could only be possessed by 
officers familiar with its working, we should refrain 
from imparting the results of our observation and 
experience to the Legislature, with whom resides 
the sole and practically unlimited power of govern. 
ing the city. 

The undersigned regret that in many cases their 
recommendations and remonstrances do not seem to 
have haa the es to which beer’ are entitled, in 
view of the fact that they proceed from a body com- 
aan of men of all shades of politicalopinion and 

ave been adopted with substantial unanimity by 
otticers who can have no other motive than the pro- 
tection of the interests confided to their safe keeping 
by the people, or under the laws of the State. 

The short time during which the Legislature may 
remain in session will perhaps make it difficult to 
give effect to all the recommendations heretofore 
submitted; but there are four measures now pend- 
ing. either in committee or before your honorable 
bodies, which seem tous to require prompt and de- 
cisive action, in order that the interests of the city 
may not be imperiled or sacrificed. 


THE SUBWAY COMMISSION BILL. 


The first of these is what is known as the Subway 
Commission bill. There is a substantial unanimity 
of opinion in this city that the telegraphic wires 
should be placed under ground and the unsightly 
poles removed from our thoroughfares. For the ac- 
complishment of this object, however, there never 
was and there is not now the slightest necessity for 
the formation of acomniission. The city authorities 
are perfectly competent to attend to this workif 
they are invested with the proper authority. 
The commission has been and is a useless and 
expensive obstruction to the execution of the 
work. But as it was imposed upon the city 
by the Legislature, and has organizeda subordinate 
but illegal agency for the execution of its plang, 
whereby the whole enterprise has become compli- 
cated with private interests, demanding and perhaps 
entitled to consideration, the Mayor arranged a 
compromise measure by which the rights of private 
parties were Wark gate and the interests of the city 
duly guarded and protected. This measure of set- 
tlement contemplated the continuance of the com- 
mission for two years beyond the expiration of its 
present term of office, but secured the ultimate con- 
trol of the work to the City Government. This con- 
cession was agreed to upon the distinct understand- 
ing that the city should have three representatives 
upon the extended commission, thus securing the 
power to vetoany improvident or otherwise objection- 
able arrangement. Upon any terms less safe for 
the city it would be far better that the commission 
should die a natural death and the work be sus- 

ended until it can be freed from the entanglements 

n which it has been involved Be the action of the 
commission. We learn now with surprise and in- 
dignation that the commission is insisting upon 
an additional year of its useless and expensive ex- 
istence, and in order to have unlimited control has 
caused to be omitted the names of two of the three 
public officers whose addition to the commission 
alone made its continuance tolerable. Against this 
proposition we protest in behalf of the city, and, 
considering that the old commission has shown it- 
self so insensible to the generosity of the compro- 
mise proposed by the Mayor, we respectfully urge 
ge the Legislature to strike from the compromise 
bili all provisions looking to the continuance of the 
commission, so that its powers will at once be trans- 
ferred to the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, 
—e itis intended that they shall ultimately re- 
side. 


THE SMALL PARKS, 


The second bill to which we desire to call the 
special attention of the Legislature is Assembly No. 
728, making provision for the creation and main- 
tenance of small parks in the densely crowded por- 
tions of the city. This measure we regard as one of 
imperative necessity for the health, comfort. and 
decency of our people. The condition of some parts 
‘ot the city is a reproach to civilization and human- 
ity. The tenement houses, built so as to cover all 
the available space, often five and six stories in 
height, with four families ou a floor, are filled to re- 
pletion with a mass of human beings who, in hot 
weather, literally gasp for air. The women 
and children have no freedom of action, and 
the death rate ene them is excessive. The 
very roofs are crowded at night with people, 
who thus alone catch any glimpse of that ee 
which seems never otherwise to get nearer to their 
exhausted energies. The intelligent people of New- 
York are fully alive to the wrong thus inflicted upon 
their fellow-creatures; they understand clearly the 
social dangers involved in its continuance. They 
ask the power to remove this reproach, for the sake 
of humanity and for the security of public order and 
decency. Why should they be denied this privilege? 
Why should they be prevented from the execution 
of a plain duty? Why should they not be allowed to 
auticipate and prevent thedangers which will surely 
come from inaction? The Legislature has always been 
ready to authorize additions to the police force. Why 
should it not be willing to authorize the establish- 
ment of beneficent agencies which will render addi- 
tional police unnecessary? Moral force 1s always to 
be preferred to physical restraints. Why our repre- 
sentatives have not pressed this subject upon the 
attention of the Legislature with more energy we 
do not know, but we desire to assure your honorable 
bodies that we regard this measure as one not mere- 
ly of humanity, but of justice, for which our fellow- 
citizens are ready to make ee sacrifices because 
they kuow that the cry of the poor will not always 
be unheeded in the land. 


THE MUNICIPAL BUILDING. 


The third measure to which we desire to call the 
attention of tue Legislature is the bill making pro- 
vision for a new municipal building. At present 
many of the most important divisions of the public 
business are housed in hired premises not adequate 
for their accommodation, and so separated from 
each other as to make communication very incon- 
venient, and sometimes positively detrimental. The 
amount of rent paid at the present time exceeds 
$95,000, and will shortly be increased to over $100,- 
000 per annum by the provision to be made for the 
Receiver of Taxes, whose offices are needed for the 
Court of Sessions, which has at length held a third 
branch in borrowed quarters, to the great relief of 
the criminal docket. The city can borrow money at 
the rate of 3 per cent. per annum, so that the annual 
rental now paid would warrant an expenditure of 
over $3,000,000 upon a building to be placed upon 
land the fee of which is now in the city. 

‘There is no doubt that this amount of money will 
provide the nrcessary accommodation for all the cit 
departments which require to be under one roof, will 
greatly improve the court rooms, expedite the ai- 
ministration of justice. and Lt papa introduce or- 
derintoall parts of the public service, where now 
there is confusion, irregularity, and delay. Besides, 
the city records are now all at the risk of fire. 

The titles to all the real estate on this island are 
in a building exposed at any time to destruction. 
Moreover, the accommodations afforded by the Regis- 
ter’s office are altogether inadequate for the necessa- 
ry transaction of business. 

To us who are concerned in the daily conduct of 
the public business it is not amatter of surprise 
that complaints are rife. We ratber wonder at the 
excellence attained in the many departments of the 
City Government thus inadequately housed. But we 
see clearly that the limits of execution have been 
reached, and that unless better provision be made 
the whole public service will be brought into con. 
fusion, and the resulting damage to our citizens be 
beyond the power of reasonable estimate or en. 
durance. 

As we have not yet heard any serious argument 
advanced against the immediate erection of a munic- 
ipal building, we fail to see why the reiterated re. 
quest of the public servants, approved as it seems to 
be by a public sentiment almost universal, should 

not be entitled to consideration.

Passing ov 
all questions of private right and the greed of 
tending parties who seek only their private me 
the expense of the public proverty, and looking 
the demands of the future for rapid, clean, an 
healthful transit, we earnestly — against any 
action at this time turning over the main highwa’ 
of the city to private ownership. If, however, t 
present — acts passed in compliance with the 
wise and just constitutional amendment of 1875, 
and which relegate to loval bodies the determina- 
tion of all questions as to muode, manner, 
time, and the selection of agencies to 
vide such a system, are deemed insufficient 
to insure the proper solution of the probviem, 
then we pray your honorable body to constitute 
acommission to be composed of the most eminen& 
experts in this country to examine the whole ques- 
tion from thy economic and sanitary point of view, 
and to report to the next Legislature such recom. 
mendations as in their oenent will secure to this 
city adequate and suitable means of transit without 
ng any unuecessary injury to private or public 
ghts. 

We confess that we submit these recommendations 
with considerable diffidence, because, instead of be 
ing self-governing, the city of New-York lies pros- 
trate at the feet of the slature. But this fact im- 
poses upon the members of the Legislature the duty 
of adopting a generous, just, and beueficent policy 
in all that concerns the interests of the city, and we 
haveat uo time recommended or protested 
any measure which wedid not important to 
those interests.
